Tile Illinois College Hilltop Play­ 
ers scored another success in the 
presentation of "The Lark” by 
Jean Anouilh as adapted by Lil­ 
lian Heilman. It was staged by 
Darrell Reagan in the Ames Wood­ 
land Theatre on Friday and Sat­ 
urday nights. The outdoor staging 
and the simplicity of the scenery 
provided an effective setting for 
a play which requires simplicity 
of setting in order to accentuate 
the characterization of the play­ 
ers. Perhaps the most memorable 
moment of the evening was the 
final scene in which Joan is burn­ 
ed at the stake. 
The burning scene was effective 
and the staging realistic. It may 
even have been a little too realistic 
for there were those in the audi­ 
ence who seemed to be startled by 
it. Also, the burning scene taking 
place off the stage created a 
momentary difficulty in adjust­ 
ing to the situation. But there 
wa* no question about the total 
impact of the presentation. 
It is the story of Joan of Arc 
and yet it Is not the story, for 
through her own defense and 
through the scenes depicting the 
important events of her life is pre­ 
sented the great faith and con­ 
viction of the simple peasant girl 
upon the background of the po­ 
litical and ecclesiastical forces in 
all their sordidness and destruc­ 
tive, power. She is seen as a pawn 
amid the forces which have swal­ 
lowed her up and which sire seems 
only partially to comprehend. 
Barbara Hergenroeder as Joan 
W'as, of course, the focal point of 
the play around which revolved 
all the forces, personal and im 
personal, which were pushing for 
an inevitable conclusion. This was 
her first appearance in a major 
role. She did very well. She has 
an excellent voice and showed real 
talent. The play itself seemed slow 
at the start. Partly was this true 
because the actors as well as the 
audience were cold in the fifty 
degree temperature which pre­ 
vailed. At first the presentation 
seemed to be somewhat mechanical 
on the part of Miss Hergenroeder 
as well as, to a degree also, on 
the part of Bill Schildman as War­ 
wick and Martin Braeske as Cau­ 
ch on. But after a slow start, both 
actors and audience “warmed up,” 
figuratively if not physically. 
The high point of emotion was 
reached in the scene in which 
Joan recants. The rest of the play, 
even the burning scene, was some­ 
what anticlimactic. That is not to 
say that the final scenes were not 
well done, but the emotional tone 
of the prison scene in which Joan 
takes back her recantation was a 
little disappointing in comparison 
with the previous scene. 
Each of the principal characters 
was excellently cast and well por­ 
trayed.

The Light That Failed 


Hammarskjold And The 'Majority 


(From Tho Christian Science M onitor) 


The most dramatic clash of per- 
venalities in the current General As. 
sem bly session— that is how United 
Nations reports are characterizing the 
battle between Soviet Premier Khrush­ 
chev and UN Secretary-General Hag 
Hammarskjold. It is also the most sig­ 
nificant clash. It involves the interests 
of all UN members, in the cold war or 
out. 
Mr. Khrushchev was ill-advised to 
have begun it. It revives an image of a 
Soviet Union that, for many present 
delegates to the General 
Assembly 
meeting, must have been only a matter 
of hearsay. That is the Soviet Union of 
1915 which, at San Francisco, strove to 
make the UN an agency of big power 
domination. 
To ensure that all UN solutions 
would be acceptable to the big powers 
(in fact to one big power, the Soviet 
Union) Soviet delegates at the charter- 
writing conference demanded a triple 
veto: over enforcement action by the 
world body, over peaceful solutions of 
disputes, and indeed over the question 
whether the Security Council could 
even discuss a dispute. 
Many of the delegates to the pres­ 
ent Assembly meeting will never know 
how hard the leaders of the free world 
fought to limit the veto power to its 
present proportions. They may never 
know how often the Soviets threatened 
to “go hom e” if they did not get their 
w ay. even as Mr. Khrushchev threatens 
to refuse to abide by U N decisions un­ 
less he gets his way. But the Soviet 
Premier is helping them to guess. 
Their ovation for Mr. Hammar­ 
skjold when he rejected the Khrush­ 


chev demand that he resign was a 
proclamation by the smaller nations 
that they do not intend to let the So­ 
viet 
Union 
cut back the 
influence 
they have discovered in the Assem­ 
bly. The speech of Indian Prime Min­ 
ister Nehru defending the U N ’s present 
structure was in effect a defense of 
Mr. Hammarskjold against the Soviet 
attack. It was also, as was the smaller 
nations’ response, a defense of the UN 
against an infiltration crf veto power 
into the Secretariat. 
To equate Mr. Hammarskjold’s po­ 
sition with “majority rule” in the UN, 
as some reports seem to do, oversimpli­ 
fies it. He has said he will stay in his 
post if the smaller nations, of whom 
there are a big majority in the UN, 
want him to. He can do that until 1968, 
when his present term expires. This 
does not mean he is an advocate of 
majority rule in an organization where, 
as he knows, one Assembly vote may 
represent 165,000 people and another 
nearly 400,000,000. 
He is also aware that his reappoint­ 
ment by the Assembly in 1968 must be 
preceded by Security Council recom­ 
mendation. This is subject to veto. 
Nevertheless, in effect, he is con­ 
fronting 
Mr. Khrushchev in an at­ 
mosphere where majority opinion is 
powerful 
even if it lacks technical 
means for enforcing its views. Another 
pivotal factor emerges. That is the in­ 
dividuality of Mr. Hammarskjold him­ 
self. As is remembered from League of 
Nations days, the character of the man 
in the office in its formative years goes 
far to make the office what it is and 
will be.
